Once Brunson started reading ‘the 
proposal, Haywood interrupted and 
said he would save them the trouble 
by volunteering to never sign any 
more checks, “It is a headache for 
me to stop and sign checks when I 
am trying to run my business,” he 
told the council. 


“You can take my name off (the 
signature cards), the Mayor will not 
be signing any more checks,” Hay- 
wood said. 

No council member responded to 
that offer and Brunson continued to 
give the details of his proposal. 

The ordinance will be considered 
for adoption at the next council 
meeting, Monday March 14th. The 
vote to proceed was five to one, with 
Haywood voting no. It will become 
law if passed by the council next 
Monday night and publication in The 
Elba Clipper. 


Council members Earl G. McCol- 
lough or John W. Sharpless must 
sign along with the mayor or city 
clerk on all purchase orders and 
checks once the ordinance becomes 
law. 

The ordinance requires the Clerk, 
upon adoption of the ordinance, to 
deliver copies to the city’s major 
suppliers and to the city’s depository 
banks. 

It is scheduled to expire at 8:00 
a.m. on the first Monday in October, 
1996. That is the date a new ad- 
ministration takes office. 


Jimmy Holley ends legislative career

In a surprise announcement Mon- 
day evening, State Representative 
Jimmy Holley, of Elba, said he will 
not be seeking a sixth term in the A\l- 
abama Legislature. He will retire 
from politics when his present term 
expires in January. 

His decision has caught any po- 
tential replacement off guard, as 
there were no announced challengers 
to Holley for his seat in Montgom- 
ery. He has represented District 91 
through several redistricting moves. 
The district has always included 
most, if not all, of Coffee County. At 
times parts of adjoining counties 
were included in Holley’s district. 

This was not a sudden decisic)n, 
according to Holley. He said he had 
been considering this for some time, 
but had only discussed it with famiily 
members. He said they all left the 
decision to him with a promise to 
support whatever decision he mad¢. 

He explained that he would con- 
tinue his job at Troy State University 
where he serves as Director of Ein- 
vironmental Research and Service. 

’ When asked if he would be «c- 
tively involved in any other races 
this year, Holley acknowledged that 
he had a long time friend running {for 
governor (Paul Hubbard) and he 
would be monitoring that race closse-

ly because of the close relationship 
with Dr. Hubbard. 

He made his announcement at the 
called press conference before about 
50 citizens and the news media. Hol- 
ley expressed his thanks to Coffee 
County, his family and his friends. 
Joining him in the spotlight in the 
Elba courthouse were his wife Mary, 
their two sons, and his mother. 


The one thing he wishes he could 
have changed during the past 20 
years is the overall image of Al- 
abama. 

He noted that many people, for 
their own purposes, either economic 
or political, portray the state in a 
negative manner, Shaking this neg- 
ative label would give the veteran 
legislator additional satisfaction.

Frustration was evident on the 
aces and in the minds of the peopl 
who attended my recent town meet 
ings on crime 
Several hundred people turned 
out to offer their views and dissatis 
faction with the present course of the 


American criminal justice system 
This frustration is notatall surprising 
when you consider a few crime sta- 
istics

victims of violent crime every year 


Five million are 


One murder is committed every 22 
minutes, one rape every five min 
ules, one aggravated assault every 28 
seconds, and one violent crime every 
22 seconds. 

If that isn’t enough to jolt you, 
did you know than 7,500 convicted 
rapists served no time whatsoever 
last year? How abcut seven percent 
of the criminals commit about 80 
percent of all violent crime in 
America? Or punishment for seri- 
ous crime has tumbled by two-thirds 
since the 1950's? 

With no more jail space, the 
unthinkable is happening right now 
— criminals are being set free to 
repeat their crimes. 

In both Dothan and Montgom- 
ery, I was asked why we simply 
couldn’t lock violent criminals up 
and throw away the key? 

, Right now, most crimes are 
state crimes and most states liberally 
use parole and good time to release 
violentcriminals after they serve only 
a fraction of their sentences. 

I, along with Congressman Bill 
McCollum, R-Florida — chairman 
of the House Republican Task Force 
on Crime, told the audiences the fed- 
eral government and the states must 
form a partnership to ensure that re- 
gional prisons are built and criminals 
serve out their sentences. 


One very good suggestion of 
fered by the audience, which I have 
long favored, was to convert old and 
abandoned military bases into re- 
gional prisons 

In fact, this approach, which 
would save money while making use 
of abandoned federal property, is al 
ready being considered for inclusion 
in Congressman McCollum’s Repub 
lican Crime Bill (HR 2872) which I 
am cosponsoring. 

Some other parts of the bill 
which received support at the town 
meetings were: expansion of death 
penalty laws, lengthening of manda- 
tory sentences, and the elimination 
of endless appeals for criminals. 

Italso includes a “good faith” 
exception to the exclusionary rule to 
ensure that criminals will not be set 
free on technicalities. 

In the coming weeks, I also 
expect to see some more tough mea- 
sures added to the crime bill includ- 
ing a doubling of the sentence for 
anyone convicted of violent crime or 
sexual assault against a person under 
age 18 or over the age of 64. 

l also favor the establishment 
of a national registry for convicted 
sex abusers and minimum manda- 
tory sentences for those criminals 
who use a gun while committing a 
crime: 10 years for the first offense, 
20 years for the second offense, and 
30 years for the third offense.

Gee’s Bend, located in a bend of 
the Alabama River near Camden in 
Wilcox County, has been home to 
slaves and their descendants for 150 
years. The film, produced by Auburn 
Television, and funded by the Ala- 


bama Humanities Foundation 
(AHF), captures the fierce spirit of 
independence which developed 


among the residents and chronicles 
their triumphs and failures. The peo- 
ple of the Bend continued to live as 
they always had, and according to 
Rev. Kennedy, “loved the Bend with 
an affection that is almost personal.” 
They were so much a people unto 
themselves that other  African- 
Americans in Wilcox County re- 
ferred to them as “Africans”.

Every Sunday, parents would al- 
low their children to go to the after- 
noon movies. That gave parents a 
rest. I recall sermons on Sunday be- 
ing about the sin of not keeping the 
Sabbath day holy. Going to a movie 
on Sunday afternoon meant you 
must repent or be hell-ward bound. 
Of course, during that period, the 
pastor of the Baptist Church played 
Rook with my Mother and Father, 
but on Sunday he preached against 
playing Bridge because it was 
played with gambling cards.

This year’s Brantley Bulldogs got off to a late start in basketball be 
cause of the success of the state championship football team but never 
missed a beat early in the season and won three tournament crowns In 
only two weeks as they won the prestigious Andalusia Christmas Tourna 
ment, their own Brantley Christmas Tournament and then the SouthEast 
Alabama Conference Tournament, Brantley claimed wins over teams like 
5A Andalusia, 6A Opelika and 2A powers Goshen and I lorala during the 
two-week run, and made it clear that the Bulldogs were indeed the team to 
beat in the 1A ranks. Brantley played as many as five games a week dur 
ing one span as the Bulldogs made up all the games that had been post 
poned and never left the top spot in the 1A poll, Some thought the Bull- 
dogs were getting leg-weary after back-to-back losses to 5A Monroe 
County and 5A Greenville and less than impressive wins Over 1A Op* 
ponents in the Area and Sub-Region tournament. The Bulldogs were only 
catching their breaths; however, as they rolled out of the Region and then 
clobbered the #2 and #4 ranked teams in the state in the “Final 4, ; 

Brantley left no doubt last week that it was clearly the best 1A team in 
the state, and possibly one of the best 1A teams of all time, as the Bull. 
dogs embarrassed (32-1) Skyline 95-61 and buried (22-4) Belgreen 79-62 
in Birmingham. It was the dream matchup as the state’s defending 
champs battled the #2 and #4 ranked teams in the state tournament, and 
all the sportswriters made it known that in Class 1A the very best teams 
had indeed made it to the finals. If the best were at the tourney, the Bull- 
dogs were in a class of their own, as they became only the second team to 
win back-to-back state championships in Class 1A since the state was 
split into four classes way back in 1964, The 1994 Brantley Bulldogs 
made history, and will always be a part of Alabama’s rich high school 
basketball history, perhaps remembered as one of the state’s best 1A 
teams ever! 

This year's 1A state champs weren't born to be great basketball players, 
they simply grew up in the right place at the right time, and grew up in a 
small town where the youngsters were taught that the only way to ac- 
complish anything worth having was through hard work and dedication. 
The starters on this year’s championship team included Derek Caldwell, 
an All-State performer in football that was also the school’s most popular 
student; Andrew Kilcrease, a hardnosed linebacker in football that played 
throughout the ‘93 playoffs with a broken arm; Jimmy Burnett, a light- 
ning quick athlete that made the big plays both on the gridiron and on the 
court; Andretti Daniels, a former Dozier athlete that made the transition to 
a new school and overcame the odds to be a two-sport standout; and Adri- 
an Person, a 6'6" junior who always heard the comparisons to other Bran- 
tley stars that also had the famous last name Person. None of the five 
starters were born with silver spoons in their mouths, yet they did bring 
back two big silver trophies to their hometown in basketball, and one big 
trophy in football. 

Coach Tony Stallworth also deserves much of the credit for the success 
of the Bulldogs, as he inherited a team filled with potential back in 1992 
and never backed away from all the talk and predictions of what this 
group of youngsters would accomplish. Stallworth instilled discipline into 
his team, but at the same time treated the players like adults and never 
tried to con them into believing his way was the only way. The players re- 
sponded and like they say “ The rest is history!” 

Before closing the book on the 1994 champs, credit also has to be 
shared with the entire student body and faculty at Brantley High School, 
and all the Bulldog fans. It takes a total team effort to win a state cham- 
pionship in any sport, and in Brantley the team has many hundreds of 
members, and all played a big part in the success of the Bulldogs, not only 
in athletics, but also in life. Brantley is truly a “State Championship City.”

BASKETBALL CROWN CAPS AMAZING TWO YEARS 


When the Brantley Bulldogs won the 1A state basketball championship 
last week it marked the end to what has to be one of the most amazing 
two year runs ever in 1A sports, All that Brantley has done in the past two 
years is win a state championship in football, two in basketball and make 
it to the state tournament in girls softball. Not a bad run for a small 
school, or even for a big one! 


The Brantley football team posted an overall record of 25-2 over the 
past two seasons and claimed the ‘93 football championship, while in bas- 
ketball the Bulldogs compiled a 64-4 record over the same two years and 
won two Straight state titles. Not to be outdone, the Lady Bulldogs had 
one of the state’s top softball teams and made a serious run at the state ti- 
tle. Athletes come and go at all schools, but at Brantley it looks like 
they’ve been around for quite some time and don’t plan on leaving any 
time soon. 


ONCE OVER LIGHTLY... 


***When the SEC voted to move its championship football game out of 
Birmingham and into Atlanta’s new Georgia Dome it came as a surprise 
to those in Birmingham, but not to many others around the state and the 
conference, Birmingham is Alabama’s largest city and has the corporate 
base to buy just about any sporting event; however, Birmingham is not the 
sports capital of the South and it was obvious from the start that the city 
would not give the event the support it needed to keep the event. History 
had shown that Birmingham had the money, but not the fan support, to 
keep a college bow! game, and also failed in its efforts t attract pro foot- 
ball and saw its multi-million dollar race track go under after only a 
couple of months, Birmingham is a big city and has a lot to offer, but it 
will never be the sports mecca it thinks it already is. 

***The State High School Basketball Tournament was a success last 
week in its new home at the Birmingham-Jefferson County Civic Center, 
and while the Civic Center was a spectacular setting for the annual event, 
Birmingham is just not centrally located enough to make the tourney a fi- 
nancial success for the teams involved. There are plenty of hotels around, 
including the majestic Sheraton right next door, and there was obviously 
plenty of corporate support judging from all the signs and corporate logos 
clearly displayed. The major problem is the distance the teams and fans 
from South Alabama have to travel. LeFlore, from Mobile, had teams in 
the 6A finals in both the boys and girls divisions, but the crowds were 
hurt by the fact it was almost five hours from Mobile to Birmingham. No 
location is ideal to all the schools and their fans, but at least some thought 
should be given to Alabama State’s modern new complex in Montgom- 
ery. If the tourney remains in Birmingham I’m sure everyone will get 
used to it and it will become a popular place. I’m just questioning why 
Birmingham was allowed to buy the tourney when there are other cities 
and arenas just as nice. 

***While on the subject of the State Tournament, I’d also like to know 
why the 1A and 2A championship games were held before the 6A teams 
even showed up. The Region schedules were set so that the championship 
pass were held the final two days of the tournaments, but in Birming- 

the 1A and 2A teams played on Tuesday and Thursday, while the 6A 
teams didn’t even have to show up until Friday, The 1A and 2A cham- 
pionships are just as important as the 6A championship, and I think it 
slighted the smaller schools, Maybe the organizers thought the bigger 
schools would bring more fans; however, after four days of action the 
biggest crowds were at the games involving the smaller schools, and not 
the big schools, I urge the state officials to alter the State Tournament for- 
mat and make it identical to the Region format, giving all the teams and 
their fans the same chance to share the spotlight, 

***Finally, it’s “Championship” week on ESPN and that means a lot of 
basketbail in a short amount of time and a lot of Dick Vitale yelling “It’s 
ume for 1,0, baby!" I'm not a big Dick Vitale fan, but he does beat Billy 
Packer trying to Outcoach the coaches, and does get genuinely excited 
about good teams and good plays. I guess maybe we can just turn down 
the sound,

The Brantley Bulldogs continued 
their two-year reign as the “Kings of 
1A Basketball” last week as they 
posted two impressive wins at the 
Alabama High School “Final 
Tournament to claim their second 
Straight state championship 

The Bulldogs, which finished the 
season with an outstanding 32-2 
record, opened the state finals with a 
95-61 drubbing over second ranked 
Skyline, then disposed of fourth

The regular meeting of the Elba 
City Council Monday night was one 
of action, if not of harmony. 

Disagreement over the proposed

There was no clerk recording the 
minutes of the meeting Monday 
night. Haywood had in place the 
tape recorder used by previous city 
clerks to verify the accuracy of their 
written notes, 

The council did approve the or- 
dinance requiring all purchase orders 
and checks be signed by the mayor 
or clerk and one of two council

The council took no action Mon- 
day night to approve or disapprove 
of Clark’s resignation. No action 
was laken to name another person as 
city clerk or acting city clerk. 

A special meeting of the city 
council has been tentatively set by 
Mayor Haywood for Wednesday 
evening of this week to decide exact- 
ly who will be signing payroll and 
other city checks. 

The governing body was poised 
to introduce and approve an or- 
dinance adding a one cent sales tax 
in the City of Elba. Half of that tax 
would go to the local schools. 

Final passage was delayed until 
the next regular meeting of the coun- 
cil. The proposed ordinance calls for 
the tax to become effective on May 
Ist and expire on December 31st, 
1996, 

When asked from the audience 
about the city cutting expenses, Hay- 
wood said there had been meetings 
with ali department heads and ex- 
penses have already been cut back 
all they can be cut back. 

Work can move forward on get- 
ting the bridge built from the new 
school complex to Taylor Mill Road. 
The City of Elba accepted a deed to 
the 100 foot right-of-way connecting 
the school property and the public 
highway, thus making it legal for the 
Alabama Highway Department to let 
bids for the construction of the 
bridge. 

School Superintendent Charles 
Pearce explained that the plans are 
drawn and the highway department 
is ready to let the bids. It is expected 
the road will be ready for public use 
by next fall. 

The council heard a report from 
the mayor on the financial condition 


. of the general fund..This had been 


requested by council members a 


week ago before they voted to bor- 
row money to pay a $70,000 Work- 
man’s Comp bill. 

Haywood detailed the present bal- 
ance in the account and the bills that 
must be paid from this account, he 
said the bookkeeper had ree- 
ommended the entire amount be bor- 
rowed, 

After some discussion, the coun- 
cil voted to borrow $70,000 for six 
months from the local bank which 
will offer the best interest rates, 

Council member John W. Sharp- 
less presented a request from local 
businessman Ed Tucker, of Tucker 
Electric for a lease purchase of the 
old Elba Middle School. Sharpless 
agreed to get Tucker to prepare the 
same type agreement as recently 
signed with Ken English on the old 
high school gym. 

Monthly bills of $21,643.25 were 
approved for payment, this included 
$5,497 for the annual audit; 
$4177.80 gas bill, $1927 flood in- 
surance and $2718.98 in equipment 
repairs. 

Police Chief Jack Parker reported 
answering 18 complaints and issuing 
14 traffic citations, including one for 
driving under the influence, There 
were four criminal arrest. 

The animal control officer picked 
up 12 dogs. One was returned to the 
owner, 

Following an executive session 
requested by Parker, the council ap- 
proved the hiring of Don Watson as 
HUD officer, replacing Kevin Burk 
who Parker said recently resigned, 

Engincer Bobby Lee presented 
the council with a study of problems 
of the sewer system. He agreed to re- 
turn after council members had had 
time to review the report. 

One recommendation was that the 
cily scl up a crew to work on iden- 
tified problems daily until they had 
been repaired. 

Dennis Coleman added to this 
sewer report with details of how they 
intended to solve the sewer back-up 
problem on Buford Street at the lev-

ee. It will entail spending several 
thousand dollars to divert a force 
main sewer from Smith Avenue to 
another manhole 

Coleman reported to the council 
that an annual report to ADEM on 
the sewer system was ready for their 
review and submission to the state 
office, He noted the system graded 
in the 0-70 range (34) and _ this 
means Elba is doing OK, In com- 
parison, last year the grade was 126, 
which required some corrections, 

Operations Officer Henry Clark 
reported that the state highway de- 
partment was planning to resurface 
several state highways _ passing 
through Elba.

Commissioner Robert Stephens 
told commission members that he 
had sought support for less right-of- 
ways in the pass but failed; however, 
he was successful in obtaining the 
necessary deeds. In some cases he 
stated that the road came very close 
to some residents’ front porches 

Commissioner Black voiced his 
support of the standardization of 
county right-of-ways. 

“One man’s front porch is just as 
important as another's,” Black said,
